The W eather of January. 
A review of the weather iluriug January, by 
Tie signal service officer at He Paul, will sur­ 
prise many who believed January was the 
coldest ever known. 
It is shown, however, 
that there wa# more than double the average 
amount of cold, and decided extreme# in tem­ 
perature, the minimum—35.(id* g. on the 2d, 
being more than 5 deg. lower than any observed 
in January; while the maximum, 47 (leg on 
the 5th, im, 
with one exception, (January, 
ISHO,) the highest on record for January. 
The 
mean 
temperature 
for 
the 
last 
month 
is 4.(5 deg.; the average for the last fourteen 
corresponding montfis, is 11.8 deg.; thus last 
month was deficient 7.2 deg. 
The month was 
decidedly warmer than the corresponding ones 
of ls75 and ISSI only, but was coosiderablv 
colder than that of last year, also that of 187li 
and 18si( aud wa# very decidedly colder than 
the rest from 1871 up to now. 
The total pre­ 
cipitation (melted snow) was (Glo inch. This is 
lese than one-third of the January average, it 
being 0.93. 
The report of the weather at St 
Paul wall correspond generally with other 
point# in the northwest.

Leaf-Cut ting Ants. 
In my rambles I discover a nest bf 
he la"go leaf-cutting ant (the (Feof 
lama) 
found over the entire Snub 
American continent--and a leading 
number of that social tribe of insects 
>f which it has been said that they 
rank intellectually next to ourselves. 
Certainly this ant in its actions, simu­ 
late* man’s intellect very closely, and. 
not in the unpleasant manner of »pe-, 
cies having warrior castes and slaves. 
The leaf-eutter is exclusively agricul­ 
tural in its habits, and constructs 
subterranean galleries 
bi which it 
stores fresh leaves in amazing quanti­ 
ties. 
The leav es are not eaten, but 
are cut up into small pieces anil ar­ 
ranged in beds; these beds quickly 
become frosted over with a growth of 
minute fungus; this the ant industri­ 
ously gathers and steres for use . and 
when the artificial bed is exhausted 
the withered leaves are carried out to 
make room for a layer of fresh ones. 
Thus the ((Eeodama literally grows its 
own food, and in tnis respect appears 
to have reached a stage beyond the 
most highly developed ant communi­ 
ties hitherto described. 
Another in­ 
teresting fact is 
that, although the 
leaf-eutters have a peaceful disposition, 
never 
showing resentment 
except 
when gratuitously 
interfered with, 
they are just as courageous as any 
purely predatory species, only their 
angry emotions and warlike qualities 
always appear to bx* dominated by 
reason and the public good. Oecasion- 
ly a community of leaf-eutter* goes to 
war with a neighboring colony of anta 
of some other species: in tiffs, as in 
everything else, they seem to aet with 
a definite purpose and great delibera­ 
tion. 
Wars are infrequent, 
but in all 
those I have witnessed—and I have 
known this species from childhood— 
the fate of the nation is decided in one 
great pitched battle. 
A spacious bare 
level spot of ground is chosen, where 
the contending armies meet, the fight 
raging for several hours at a stretch, 
to be renewed on several consecutive 
days. 
The 
combatants, 
equally 
sprinkled over a wide area, are seen. 
en cm ired in single combat or in small 
groups, while others, non-fighters, run 
briskly about, removing the dead and 
disabled warriors from the field of 
battle. — Gentleman's Magazine.

I 
Perils}* the purchasers would sell 
is their turn, and thus the grant 
passed from one ao-called company 
to another without a rod of rail 
ever being laid.

now comprise the Duluth & W inni­ 
peg grant were first conferred on 
tile old Duluth & Missis Bauge 
road. 
The Duluth A Misala Bange 
was a paper road, projected to run 
from Duluth to the iron regions of

Candlemas Day 
Vend, y, of this week, the second 
day of February, was Candlemas, 
or Hie Bornan Catholic feast of the 
purification of the Vergin Mary, 
and was observed by the various 
churches throughout the countr 
in the usual manner by the eel 
ebration of high mass and the con­ 
secration of the candles to be used 
on 
the 
altars 
for the coming 
year. 
The 
festival 
is of great 
antiquity and Mas formerly eel 
ebrated with great pomp and a 
procession of lighted can (lies, and 
is still so observed in some coun 
tries. 
The origin of the custom 
is ascribed to tile heathens. 
The 
Romans were in the habit of burn­ 
ing candles on the second day of 
February to the goddess of Februa, 
the mother of Mars, and Pope Ser­ 
gius, who reigned in the year 687, 
seeing it would be useless to pro­ 
hibit a practice of so long standing 
turned it into Christian account by 
enjoining the offering of the can­ 
dles to the Mother of Jesus on that 
day.

The Duluth gentlemen, 
who constituted the Duluth k Mi­ 
sala Bange railroad, put their land 
grant in their picket and quietly 
waited for something to turn up. 
Along in 1877 it entered the heads 
of some of those same gentlemen 
that a road from Duluth to W inni­ 
n g would be a good thing for the 
Zenith city and for themselves, and 
accordingly another p*j>erroad was 
incorporated, some of the incorpo­ 
rators being also incorporators of 
the Duluth k Misala Hang*. When 
the legislature met 
iii 
1878 
it 
was asked 
to transfer th* grant 
of the Duluth & Missis road to th* 
new company, provided the former 
did not build within th* specified 
time. 
The year 1680—th* limit of 
the alloted time—came and not a 
sod of dirt had been turned on the 
Misala road, and thus the grant 
fell to the Duluth k Winnipeg. 
In addition, this latter company 
received a fresher grant of ten sec­ 
tions for the extra distance to the 
border line, and had ten years in 
which to build. 
Iii the meantime 
explorations had beau quietly going 
on in another portion of the upj*er 
country, and th# immense deposits 
of the Iron Range were thoroughly 
examined by experts, who pro­ 
nounced them of a i>u}*rior quality 
and immense extent. 
It is neces­ 
sary to remark, in passing, that the 
Iron Bange is distinct from the 
Misala Bange, lying further south 
and running parallel with it. 
It 
was ow ing to the efforrs of George 
C. Stone, now of 8t. Paul, and 
manager of th* Minnesota Iron 
Company, that eastern capital was 
directed to the iron in this region, 
and 
the 
necessary explorations 
made. 
About 18M-2 Stone got a 
controlling interest in the Duluth 
k Misala range, reorganized the 
company under the Duluth k Iron 
Bange road, and in 1883 speared 
before the legislature and asked for 
an extension of time in which to 
build. 
The time of Hie old road 
had expired in 1880. 
Headers of 
the Dispatch will remember the hot 
fight made over Stone’s request at 
the last session of the legislature, 
and his ultimate success. 
The Du­ 
luth A Iron Bange road secured the 
giant for a distance of about 72 
miles, of IO sections to the mile, 
and they have already, according 
to the report of State Auditor Bra 
den, selected over 190,ODO acres out 
of the 600,OOO acres, which they 
received by their grant. 
The bal­ 
ance of the grant to the Duluth & 
Winnipeg road is what the IL'siu- 
erd men are after. 
The Duluth k 
W in n in g have three yearn left in 
hieh to complete the road, and if 
they have not done so in that time, 
th* grant reverts to the state. 
Whether 
the 
legislature eau 
transfer the grant before it is for­ 
feited, or whether, should it be for­ 
feited in three years, it can b* 
given to a railroad in face of the 
constitutional amendment, reserv­ 
ing all state lands for school pur­ 
poses, are questions for the lawyer* 
aud legislators to decide. 
The Duluth & Winnipeg com­ 
pany spent about $300,000 in and 
near Duluth three years ago, and 
have graded about 12 miles, but 
mismanagement and lack *f har­ 
mony and lack *f funds have pre­ 
vented them from doing anything 
since. 
They still keep a represen­ 
tative at Duluth, who looks after 
their persona! property, aud occa­ 
sionally shows signs of resuming 
operations, hut they will have to 
bestir themselves if they eipect to 
complete the road before 1888, aud 
th uh save the balau** af t lieu grant.

railroad, but what is better, if they 
will only improve it, water, com­ 
mon water. 
Fr*m th# mouth of 
Shell river to Motley, on the North­ 
ern Pacific railroad, a distance of 
80 mile*, there are no open prairies 
but large meadows can be found 
along the river, that will yield two 
tons of hay per acre. 
The toil is 
of a black alluvial loam, and is 
compoed *f decayed vegetation, 
underlaid with a clay subsoil. The 
timber is principally hard wood, 
except on the bluffs, where it is 
black pine, while back from the 
river i* found white and Norway 
pine, in large quantities. 
The sett­ 
lers for the firat fifty miles are few 
and far between, and are making 
stock raising the main business, 
and are doing well. 
It is surpris­ 
ing how well atock will stand these 
cold, dry northern winters, with 
nothing but hay f*r feed, when 
protected by a forest. 
If there 
were more farmers in the north­ 
west raising stock, it would bo la t­ 
ter for them. 
I noticed some sheep 
aud w as told they were very profit­ 
able. 
Stock of all kinds can get 
their living very early in the spring 
and late in the fall in this timber 
region.—J. W. Speelman, iii the 
Northwestern Farmer.

Two weeks ago a brutal, double 
murder was committed at Inkster, 
I). T., a few miles from Grand 
Forks. 
The deed was committed 
with an ax, and the fiend was 
prompted by the desire to get $250, 
which he knew the lady had rn ner 
possession, he being a hired man 
on the place. 
Accordingly he a t­ 
tacked the woman while she was 
sleeping, and chopped her head 
nearly from her body, and then 
killed her son in a similar manner, 
taking the money and skipped the 
country. 
The wom an’s name was 
Snell, and the outrage caused great 
excitement, and the legislature at 
Bismarck has authorized the com­ 
missioners to offer $1000 for his 
capture, together with $100, offered 
by the sheriff. 
And now comes in 
the part which is more interesting 
to the people of Brainerd. 
A week 
ago last Tuesday a man came into 
Day & Meagher’s general outfitters, 
on Filth street, about 7 o ’clock in 
the morning, and inquired where 
he could find a boarding place. 
Mr. Day, thinking he was all right 
directed him to several places, and 
the man left his satchel and started 
out, finally coming back, saying he 
had concluded to put up at the 
Brainerd house. 
The next day he 
came in and made his headquarters 
at their store, displaying a red mo­ 
rocco pocket book and considerable 
money. 
He also asked if he could 
trade his satchel, which was too 
small, for a larger one, and was ac­ 
commodated. 
Ile stayed around 
until Wednesday morning, when 
he came in, saying, th at the “ soil­ 
ed doves” had succeeded in beating 
him out of all his money, and he 
concluded he would leave the town 
and accordingly took the morning 
train south. 
The man had a sus­ 
p icio u s look, but it was not until 
the Wednesday afternoon papers 
came, which contained a deseriji- 
tion of the man, as given below, 
that Mr. Day thought much about 
the matter.

chilla overcoat and blue flannel shirt with 
lace front. 
His hair and heard are light. 
The pocket book, the buffalo 
coat, the chelp square traveling 
satchel, (which they now have in 
their possession) the shirts and 
everything were exactly as describ­ 
ed. but, of course, the news cams 
six hours too lato, and the bird had 
flown, and Mr. Duty is in the same 
fix as the man who lost $1000 be­ 
cause he did not have pork to sell 
when it went up five cents on a 
pound.

Shoots Down O’Donovan B oss a in the 
S tre e t—B u t he W ill Becover. 
New York HpeCial:—At 5:12 o'clock on the 
afternoon Of Ibe lid inBt, Jeremiah O’Donovan 
Roflsa, the “ Irish dynamiter,” so called, was 
shot by a woman on Chambers street, near 
Broadway. At that hour the street* were full of 
people homeward bound, making their way to­ 
ward Brooklyn bridge and up town. The excite­ 
ment over the shooting, although tho man was 
recognized by very few, wa* intense. 
The 
first shot firea took effect in U'Donovan's body 
and he fell to the sidewalk. 
The woman con­ 
tinued te shoct until she emptied her five- 
chambered revolver. 
Only the first shot took 
effect. 
City Marshal Jam es McCauley was 
preseut, and, breaking through the crowd *hat 
had collected there even beiors the shooting 
was over. Seized the woman, who still held 
the smoking pistol iu her hand, and told her 
she was under arrest. 
She offered no reniou- 
stranctf, but allowed herself to be taken through 
the mas* of citizens and to the city hall *t ition 
bonne.

Leaf-Cutting Ants. 
In mv rambles 1 discover a nest bf 
hehu'gc leaf-cutting ant (the <Eeof 
lama) 
found over the entire South 
American continent- and a leading 
uember of that social tribe of insects 
if which it has been said that they 
rank intellectually next to ourselves. 
■Ortainly this ant in its actions, simu­ 
lates man's Intellect very closely, and 
not in the unpleasant manner of spe-, 
cit*.- having warrior castes and >laves. 
The leaf-cutter is exclusively agricul­ 
tural in its habits, anti constructs 
subterranean galleries 
in which it 
stores fresh leaves in amazing quanti­ 
ties. 
The leaves are not eaten, but 
are cut up into small pieces and ar­ 
ranged in beds; these beds quickly 
become frosted over w ith a growth of 
minute fungus; this the ant industri­ 
ously gathers and stores for use . and 
w hen "the artificial bed is exhausted 
tlie withered leaves are carried out to. 
make room for a layer of fresh ones. 
Thus the ((Eeodama literally grows its 
own food, and in tnis respect appears 
to have reached a sLige beyond the 
most highly developed ant communi­ 
ties hitherto described. 
Another in­ 
teresting fact is 
that, although the 
leaf-cutters have a peaceful disposition, 
never 
showing resentment 
except 
when gratuitously’ 
interfered w’it’u, 
they ar** just as courageous as any 
purely predatory species, only their 
angry emotions and warlike qualities 
alwavs appear to be dominated by 
reason and tlie public good. Occasion- 
ly a community of leaf-cutters goes to 
war with a neighboring colony of ants 
of some other species; in this, as in 
everything else, they seem to act with 
a definite purpose and great delibera­ 
tion. 
Wars are ifffrequent, 
but in all 
those I have witnessed—and I have 
known this species from childhood— 
the fate of the nation is decided in one 
great pitched battle. 
A spacious bare 
level spot of ground is chosen, where 
the contending armies meet, the tight 
raging for several hours at a stretch, 
to be renewed on several consecutive 
days. 
The 
combatants, 
equally 
sprinkled over a wide area, are seen 
engaged in single combat or in small 
groups, while others, non-lighters, run 
briskly about, removing the dead and 
disabled warriors from the field of 
battle. — Gentleman's Magazine.

Candlomao Day. 
Vend, y, of this week, the second 
day of February, was Caudlcm.is, 
or the Roman Catholic feast of the 
pnrification of the Vergin Mary, 
and was observed by the various 
churches throughout the country 
in the usual manner by the cel­ 
ebration of high muss and the con­ 
secration of the candles to be used 
on 
the 
altars 
for the coming 
year. 
The 
festival 
is of great 
antiquity and was formerly cel­ 
ebrated with great pomp and a 
procession of lighted candles, and 
is still so observed in some coun­ 
tries. 
The origin of the custom 
is ascribed to the heathens. 
The 
Romans were in the huhit of burn­ 
ing caudles on the second day of 
February to the goddess of Februa, 
the mother of Mars, and Pope Ser­ 
gius, w ho reigned in the year 687, 
seeing it would he useless to pro­ 
hibit a practice of so long standing 
turned it into Christian account by 
enjoining the offering of the can- 
diet to the Mother of Jesus on that 
day. 
An old document of the time 
of Henry VIII, preserved in the 
archive* ot the Antiquities, Lon­ 
don, concerning the rites of the 
English church, time s|*euks: 
"On Caniilrmin Dare it ahail he de­ 
clared that the beatying# of ramlfl* it 
dene in meniorie of V hrisle, the spirit­ 
ual!

portion of tallow rising against the 
wick ia thought to be a winding 
sheet, and is an oaten of death. 
A 
bright s.vark on the end of a wick 
denotes a letter. 
A sterm is proph­ 
esied by the waving of the flame 
from an invisible cause. 
An old 
tradition existed that the ground 
hog cantc out of his winter quar­ 
ters on that day, and if the sun 
was bright, so that he could see 
his shadow, he would quietly re­ 
turn to his burrow for another 
month's sojourn. 
Git the other 
hand, if it was cloudy, he would 
bid farewell to his winters home, 
w ith the expectation that the cold 
weather had departed. As Monday 
wus a clear sunny day, according 
to the ground hog theory, there 
may he another cold mouth.

Y o n c a n li v e a t 
There is An effort making by the 
incorporators ami friends of the 
St. Paul, Brainerd & Northern rail­ 
road, to secure what is left of the 
land grant o; the comatose Duluth 
k Winnipeg road. 
The present 
legislature will he petitioned to 
transfer the grout front tha Duluth 
A’ Winnipeg to the former road, 
and rumor has it that the }*tition 
will be granted. 
The history of 
this grant, aays the St. Paul Dis­ 
patch, is interesting, and forms s 
striking illustration of the careless 
manner in which land grants wers 
conferred in former yfcara. 
Any 
number of men could file articles of 
incorporation, dub themselves a 
railroad company, and apply to the 
legislature fora land grant to "help 
build the road.” 
As soon as the 
grant was conferred, the incorpo­ 
rators began to fish for suckers, to 
purchase thsir franchises. “ with 
the addition of a valuable land 
grant,” and were usually success- j 
ful in selling out at a good figure, j 
Perhaps the purchasers would sell 
in their turn, and thus the grant 
passed from one so-called company 
to another without a rod of ruil 
ever being laid. 
The lauds w hich 
now comprise the Duluth & W inni­ 
peg grant were first conferred on 
the old Duluth k Misala Range 
road. 
The Duluth A Misala Range 
was a paper road, projected to run 
from Duluth to the iron regions of 
the Misala Range, about 100 miles 
north of Duluth. 
The company 
w as organized some time in 1874, 
when the iron of that region first 
began to attract attention. In 187.*) 
the legislature conferred a grant of 
ten sections to the mile, for the en ­ 
tire extent of the road, and gave 
the company five years to build the 
road. 
Those were dull days, and 
money to build a railroad was hard 
to find. 
Moreover, while it was 
known to some that iron was to be 
found in the upper portion of Min­ 
nesota, neither the extent iter the 
quality of the deposit had been as­ 
certained. 
The Duluth gentlemen, 
who constituted the Duluth A Mi- 
gala Range railroad, put their land 
grant in their pocket and quietly 
w aited for something to turn up. 
Along in 1877 it entered the heads 
of some of those same gentlemen 
that a road from Duluth to W inni­ 
peg would he a good thing for the 
Zenith city and for themselves, and 
accordingly another paj>er road w as 
incorporated, some of the incorpo­ 
rators being also incorporators ot 
the Duluth A Misala Range. When 
the legislature met 
in 
1878 
it 
was asked 
to transfer the grant 
of the Duluth A Misala road to the 
new- company, provided the former 
did not build within the sj>eciffed 
time. 
The year 1880—the limit of 
the alloted time—came and not a 
nod of dirt had been turned on the 
Missis road, and thus the grant 
fell to the Duluth A Winnipeg. 
In addition, this latter company 
received a fresher grant of teu sec­ 
tions for the extra distance to the 
border line, and had teu years in 
which to build. 
In the meantime 
explorations had beeu quietly going 
on in unother portion of the upj>er 
country, and the immense deposits 
of the Iron Range were thoroughly 
examined by experts, who pro­ 
nounced them of a superior quality 
and immense extent. 
It is neces­ 
sary to remark, in passing, that the 
Iron Range is distinct front the 
Misala Range, lynig further south 
aud running parallel with it. 
It 
was owing to the efforrs of George 
C. Stone, now of St. Paul, and 
manager of the Minnesota Iron 
Company, that eastern capital was 
directed to th(f iron in this region, 
and 
the 
necessary explorations 
made. 
About 1881-2 Stone got a 
controlling interest in the Duluth 
k Misala range, reorganized the 
company under the Duluth k Iron 
Range road, and in 1883 apjieared 
before the legislature and asked for 
an extension of time ia which to 
build. 
The time of the old road 
had expired in 1880. 
Headers of 
the Dispatch will remember the hot 
fight made over Stone’s request at 
the last session of the legislature, 
and his ultimate success. 
The Du­ 
luth & Iron Range road secured the 
grant for a distance of about 72 
miles, of 10 sections to the mile, 
and they have already, according 
to the rej>ort of State Auditor Bra­ 
den, selected over UK),ODD acre* out 
of the 600,000 acres, which they 
received by their grant. 
The bal­ 
ance of the graat to the Duluth A 
Winnipeg road is what the Brain- 
erd men are after. 
The Duluth A 
Wiunijreg have three years left in 
which to complete the road, and if 
they have not done so in that time, 
the grant reverts to the state. 
W hether 
the 
legislature can 
transfer the grant before it is for­ 
feited, or whether, should it be for­ 
feited in three years, it can be 
given to a railroad in face of the 
constitutional amendment, reserv­ 
ing all state lands for school pur­ 
poses, are questions for the lawyers 
and legislators to deeide.

Traveling hr the water course is 
one of the best w*ys to get a cor­ 
rect view of the country. 
Think-’ 
ing the many readers of ijte Farm­ 
er would Ih* pleased and edified 
witli a short sketch ot this unknown 
country, it* soil, fruits and timber, 
I |>en the following: 
Shell lake, 
the source of the Shell river, is sit­ 
uated in Becker county, Minneso­ 
ta, only two miles from the heights 
of Lund lake, the souree of the fa­ 
tuous Red river of the north. 
The 
outlet of Heights of Land lake is 
Otter Tail, hut this is virtually Red 
river. The land between these two 
lakes is so situated that the waters 
of tha lake* could he easily united, 
thus connecting Hudson hay with 
the Gulf of Mexico. 
The Shell 
river ia about 80 miles in length 
and connects with the Crow Wing 
100 miles front the aaurce of the 
latter. 
Between theae two river* 
are situated the famous Shell prai­ 
ries, that are attracting so much 
attention as an agricultural region. 
They are, without any doubt, the 
finest part af Minnesota. 
Good 
soil, purf water, plenty of the best 
building timber, fuel for the cut­ 
ting of it, sheltered from the win­ 
ter blasts, they are surely a desira­ 
ble place to live in. 
rl hey have no 
railroad, but what ia better, if they 
will only improve it, water, com­ 
mon water. 
Frarn the mouth of 
Shell river to Matley, cn the North­ 
ern Paaific railroad, a distance of 
fit) inilea, there are no open prairies 
but large meadows ran be found 
along the river, that will yield two 
tona of hay par acre. 
The aoil is 
of a black alluvial loam, and is 
composed af decayed vegetation, 
Underlaid with a clay aubaoil. The 
timber ia principally hard wood, 
except on the bluffs, where it is 
black pine, while back frem the 
river i* found white and Norway 
pine, in large quantities. 
The sett­ 
lers for the firat fifty miles are tew 
and far betwetm, and are making 
stock raising tha main business, 
and are doing well. 
It is surpris­ 
ing how well stock will stand these 
cold, dry northern winters, with 
nothing but hay fer feed, whan 
protected by a forest. 
If there 
were more farmers in the north­ 
west raising stock, it would Ih* bet­ 
ter for them. 
I noticed some sheep 
and was told they were very profit­ 
able. 
Stock of all kinds can get 
their living very early in the spring 
and late in the fall in this timber 
region.—J. W. Speelman, in the 
Northwestern Farmer.

He Is In terview ed by a Dispatch 
R epresentative, and M akes a 
Full C onfession. 


Two weeks ago a brutal, double 
murder was committed at Inkster, 
D. T., a few miles from Grand 
Forks. 
The deed was committed 
with an ax, and the fiend 
was 
prompted by th* desire to get $250, 
which he knew the lady had in ner 
possession, he being a hired man 
on the place. 
Accordingly he at­ 
tacked the woman while she was 
sleeping, and chopped her head 
nearly from her body, and then 
killed her son in a similar manner, 
taking the money and skipped the 
country. 
The woman’s name was 
Snell, and ihe outrage caused great 
excitement, and the legislature at 
Bismarck has authorized the com­ 
missioners to offer $1000 for his 
capture, together with $100, offered 
by the sheriff. 
And now comes in 
the part which is more interesting 
to the people of Brainerd. 
A week 
ago lait Tuesday a man came into 
Day <fc Meagher's general outfitters, 
on Filth street, about 7 o ’clock in 
the morning, and inquired where 
he could find a boarding place. 
Mr. Day, thinking he was all right 
directed him to several places, and 
the man left his satchel and started 
out, finally coming hack, saying he 
had concluded to put up at the 
Brainerd house. 
The next day he 
came in and made his headquarters 
at their store, displaying a r**d mo­ 
rocco pocket book and considerable 
money. 
He also asked if he could 
trade his satchel, which was too 
small, for a larger one, and was ac­ 
commodated. 
He stayed around 
until Wednesday* morning, when 
he came in, saying, that tne “ soil­ 
ed doves ’’ had succeeded in beating 
him out of all his money, and he 
concluded he would leave the tow n 
and accordingly took the morning 
train south. 
The man had a sus- 
spicious look, b u t it was not until 
the Wednesday afternoon papers 
came, which contained a deacrip- 
tion of the man, as given below, 
that Mr. Day thought much about 
the matter. 
The following tele­ 
gram received was an exact descrip­ 
tion of him; 
Grand Fork**, Dak , Special Telegram 
Feb. 3.—fclieriit Jenks telegraphs #100 
reward for the murderer of Mrs, Ssnell 
and son. 
Citizens are subscribing to the 
Herald reward fund. The new* from bis- 
inarck, of the passage of a bill author- 
zing the cornrn’.-aioners to afTer $1000 re­ 
ward, h satisfactory. 
Th« murderer, be­ 
fore he left town, bought u new buffalo 
overcoat and other clothing and get his 
hair cut short behind. 
He has a new, 
red ruorocco pocket book, with a silver 
clasp, a cheap, black, *quar* traveling 
satchel, in which he took an old chin­ 
chilla overcoat and blue flannel shirt with 
lace front. 
Hit hair and beard are light. 
The pocket 
book, the buffalo 
coat, the cheap square traveliug 
‘-atchel, (which they now have in 
their possession) the shirts and 
everything were exactly as describ­ 
ed. but, of course, the news cara# 
six hours too lato, and the bird had 
flown, and Mr. Day is in the same 
fix as the man who lost $10O'> be­ 
cause he did not have pork to sell 
when it went up five cents on a 
pound.

A D ispatch scribe, hearing that 
Malcolm McLaren, T. J. Hartley 
and a man named Glover had learn­ 
ed of this fiend s intention of stop­ 
ping at Anoka, and had gone there 
to secure him, dead or alive, went 
to the train 011 Thursday afternoon 
to see if they were successful in 
bagging their game. 
They got off 
the train with their man securely 
handcuffed, and the scribe accom­ 
panied the party to the Brainerd 
house, where they partook of din­ 
ner, after which tne whole party 
went to the county jail, where the 
young murderer was put behind 
the bare for safe keeping, until he 
is called for by the Dakota officials. 
Mr. Hartley informs us that he 
w as captured at Anoka, in the City 
Restaurant, where he had put up, 
and that he was easily taken, al­ 
though he attempted to pull a re­ 
volver, but was restrained; 
and 
when he found he was in the hands 
of the law he was completely ov«r- 
coine, and sank into a chair. 
We 
visited him, in his cell at the coun­ 
ty jail, on Thursday evening, with 
ft. F. Hartley, H. C. Stivers and 
Frank Mattespu, .and he was in ­ 
duced to make a clean breast of the 
matter, which is given below. The 
young fellow does not look like a 
hard hearted brute, which his ac­ 
tions have proven him to be, on 
the contrary he is quite pleasant 
looking, of ordinary intelligence, 
light eyes and hair, and would pass 
in a crowd lor an average person, 
there being 110 traces of depravity 
or debauchery visible. 
The story 
as he tells it, is plausible, and from 
the frank manner in which it is 
given, it is believed to be true. 
He says; 
“ My name is George Miller and 
I am 26 years old, but I went by 
the name of Morrison while in 
Brainerd. 
I was bom in Toledo, 
Ohio, my father and mother are 
both dead, but I have relatives liv­ 
ing at St. .lames, in this state. 
I 
came to St. Paul in July last and 
went to Grand Forks, D. T., w here 
on the twelfth of that month I 
hired out to Mr. Snell, who is a 
Baptist preacher, to work on his 
farm, 
I am a young man who has 
never drank until within the past 
six months, and also have been 
brought up to attend church. 
I 
liked Mr. Snell very much and never 
had any trouble with him, but his 
wife was disagreeable to me. About 
two months ago I made up my 
mind to have a little fun as well as 
other people, and went to a dance. 
On my return Mrs. Snell smilingly 
found fault with me. 
After that 
I got acquainted with a bachelor, 
who lived near, and we exchanged 
works in sacking up wheat, aud 
hauled it to town together, and was 
iuduced by this man to drink, and 
in a short time 1 got to drinking 
quite freely. 
The day before the 
murder was committed, while in, 
town I drank some and purchased 
a quart bottle of whisky, which I 
took home with me and put in the 
barn.

Bom* Remark* of An Old R efer**- TX* 
H *enan-M orrissey M ill.

A bit of new'g in the papers lately 
fctaut a prize-fight, I believe somewhere 
on Long Island, also attracted my at­ 
tention and set me to thinking. 
One of 
the men, it is reported, fought several 
rounds after his shoulder was dislo­ 
cated; one of them, also, had several 
teeth knocked down his throat, and ono 
of them was knocked insensible once or 
twice. 
The last time he was thought to 
be dead, but he was sponged off, came 
to, and w as anxious to resume the fight, 
but he was not permitted and was car­ 
ried home (if such a man has a home) 
us near dead as alive. 
This is the mere 
outline of the news; now for a little 
Btory of the w'av a prize-fighter is 
trained—a college oarsman, too, for that 
matter. 
It all only goes to show what 
can be done witti us physically, if we 
take care of ourselves 
not thut I want 
to fight for a steady hour, nor row a 
four mile race, but I would like to lie 
Btrong enough to “lick” a little bigger 
man than I. 
Take the case of George 
John Bonner, who is now the rage in 
London. 
He is champion cricketer of 
Australia, ami is now in London with 
his Australian eleven. 
He is six feet 
six inches high, and has now everything 
he contended for, including the prize 
for the one hundred-yard champion 
runner. 
He has thrown a cricket ball 
129 yards. 
YY’hy? 
Because 
he 
Ls 
neither a smoker nor a drinker. 
But to 
go hack to my story. 
After reading an account of the prize­ 
fight I sought out an old man in this 
city a young-looking man, too, because 
ho takes care of himcelf also. 
He lia l 
been a trainer in bis earlier days, and is 
wtill noted as a reti ree. 
I spoke to 
hint of the fight and of the way it was 
alluded to “the pluckiest on record.’ 
YVe had a talk ami something besides. 
He told me that prize-fighting was not 
a thoughtless, physical, brutal show, 
but a science. 
(I reserved my opinion 
al*out the brutal part.) 
Ho said no one 
outside knew what a man in physical 
training goes through, and he included 
oarsmen. 
But I think I must try tc 
give his words. 
In answer to my ques­ 
tions as to how a man under training 
was treated, he answered as follows: 
“W ell, w-e physic him for four days, tc 
Btart with. 
No fun in that. 
Then we 
begin a course of diet an 1 lal>or. 
No 
fun, either, for the man is hungry all 
the time. 
We give the fellow no liquor, 
except a little malt aud a sherry and 
egg, if we think he needs it. He is never 
allowed 
to 
lie 
alone, 
any 
more 
than a race horse. 
YY’e don’t want 
him 
to 
spoil 
himself, 
nor 
oth­ 
ers to 
spoil 
him. 
YVe 
never 
give 
them any water; it fattens them, and 
sometimes they are almost crazy for it. 
1 remember finding a man that I was 
training on his lielly once sucking the 
dew from the grass early in the morn 
ing. 
YYater is not good for a man in 
training, so it is excluded. 
YVe also 
exclude nearlv all kinds of food. 
Th$ 
bulk of the focal i* l>eef and mutton. 
These are the most strengthening and 
nutritious. 
YVe give him just enough 
exercise 
and work. 
Overtraining is 
as bail os undortraiuing. 
You know'it 
is often the trouble with horses. 
I 
would rather l**t on one undertrained 
than one overtrained 
YVe walk a man 
acvrtain distance, we make a man fight 
sandbags, we make bun row, if possi­ 
ble, aud we make him run every day. 
After his exercise we rub him down 
like a horse, aud, if necessary, we sweat 
him to reduce his weight. 
It is a long 
system, aud would take too long to tell 
you all we do, but there it one thing 
that is always foremost in a trainer's 
tuind—he must get Lis man at his best. 
“Do you remem tier the fight between 
Heenan and Morrissey ?” he asked mo. 
As I only remembered there was 
a 
fight, 
he continued: 
“W ell, 1 wa* 
there, a good friend to one of them. 
YYhen Morrissey stepped into the ring 
he said a few words to Heenan which 
few heard. 
He said: ’Mr. Heenan, my 
wife and little bov are waiting for me 
twelve miles away. 
I have promised 
her that I shall never fight again. 
If 
you whip me to-<lav you whip me the 
l>e.st day I ever knew.’ 
W ell,” contin­ 
ued the old trainer, “the result showed 
Morrissey’s Iwtter condition, for Kee­ 
nan was the U tter man, though he did 
not have the *sand.’” 
The trainer went on to say that the 
purity of blood was absolutely essential, 
and that fat should lie avoided. 
And 
he told me, w hat was new to me b e fo re, 
that the object in prize fighting was to 
prevent the man’s death. 
I thought 
ho was trained to givo him strength and 
endurance, but it seems the purity of 
his blood is looked at from another 
standing. 
The old gentleman told me 
that no man whose blood is not abso­ 
lutely pure could stand the beating j 
prize tighter receives. 
“W hy,” said lie, 
“a man would die if his blood was nof 
pure. 
He may l»e pounded nearly tc 
death, but his wounds heal up very 
quickly.”

Next day a scarce was made for 
the captain’s son. 
Hi* cap with a broadaxe 
cut m it was found on deck. Ho had been mur­ 
dered and h is body thrown into the sea by the 
mutineers. The three nu n worked the brigan­ 
tine for four days. 
The captaiu then lessened 
the fore-hatch and called on the mutineers to 
come up and surrender. 
They threw their 
sheath knives on deck, hut muttered that the 
pistols had been lost below. 
The captain had 
no leg-irons or 
handcuffs with which to se­ 
cure them. 
He believed they til'd, and he shot 
the carpenter and steward dead, and threw 
tlteir dodies overboard.
